The 
answer was— nothing. 

Pcrhapf you remember that sev- 
eral week ago 1 told of six theo- 
logical fiudcntf; at Columbia who 
refused to register for the draft. 
They were arrested, but onb' »'tcr 
they had boon given everj* con- 
sideration, only after the authorities 
had explained to them that regis- 
tration did not mean active service 
for bona-fide objectors on religious 
grounds. They brought to 

trial in Federal court. They were 
sentenced last Friday to one ^car 
in federal prison! They had been 
given everj- chance, but were ir- 
reconcilable. You can see why the 
auihoriîie.» had Jo impa."* the pen- 
alty. And so six of my fellow- 
students become prisoners to serve 
as an example! In a country pre- 
paring for war there must be unity, 
co-operation, and organization. This 
great neighbor of ours is resolved 
to achieve all these thingf. because 
England is waiting, and Hitler is 
watching! 

We CmnadUns have nothing to 
kick about cftncemini; compulsory 
training. When rraduation-rxer 
cises are over next spring, many 
college-boys of America will begin 
a year of army life—a jolt to «orne; 
for all an expetieBce.

Passive to »efive . . . 

For a wbile we all thought ■ 
that athletics at McGill would 
be pretty feeble this year with 
the cancellation of all intercol- 
legiate 'competition. But we 
were wrong! I believe this year 
will mark a turning point in 
general attitude toward sports. 
So many were previously con- 
tent to be watchers, admirers of 
football heroes; although deep 
down in their hearts they want- 
ed to become more active them- 
selves. Before this year there 
were little or no attempt to fos- 
ter mass participation in ath- 
letics. This lack was due in part 
to inadequate facilities. Now we 
have those facilities, we have 
more encourasement, and. as a 
result, a rise in interest. When 
the peace is won, McGill will 
produce greater teams than 
ever before in every branch of 
sport, providing she develops a 
systematic program of physical 
training in which each student, 
male or female, plays an active 
part.

SOCIETY HEARS 
OF DESPOTISM 
IN GOVERNMENT 

Alec Grigg Addresses SUames 
Literary Society 

ATTACKS BUREAUCRATS 



Speaker Is McGill Graduate 
and Westmount City 
Official 



"Dcspotisin within the nmio 
criitic System," w.is the stibjcct 
of an address delivered l.nst 
night by Mr. .\lec ?. Gripg, 
B.A., B.C.L., before tlic St. 
James Literary Society. Mr 
Grigg is a gniduatc of McCiill 
University, and is now an offi 
ciîil of the City of Westmount. 
The spceeh dealt mainly with 
thi- tiJtirp.it ion of power by 
buro.iiior.its in normal times of 
peaee. 

"In some of ils features democra- 
cy smacks of other more obnoxious 
forms of government," the speaker 
declared. Today the government has 
undertaken many social ser\'iccs 
which require special departmcn'vS 
and functionaries. Because of these 
new agencies and their wide scope 
new safeguards for democracy must 
be found.- 

Quote* Lord Hewart 

Mr. Grigg then touched upon cer 
tain points brought out by Lord 
Hewart ia his new book. "The New 
Despotism." The Judge condemns 
the bureaucrats of the gpvemmen* 
for usurping *Jie powers of Parlia- 
ment and the law courts. 

The bjireaticrat is not bound by 
any rtiles except those of his depart- 
ment and is not responsible to any 
but his immediate superiors. Since 
he is anonymous to all purposes, 
he is thus very hard to remove and 
check. Departments can further- 
more interpret law to suit theii 
own purposes. 

The speaker said that thus the 
executive has come into conflict 
with individualism. Servants of the 
Crown used to be liable to litiga 
tion, but now are protected by vari- 
ous means against appeals by the 
people from their decisions. 
Canadian Situation M'orse 

"The Canadian situation," Mr 
Grigg declared, "is worse than that 
in England because here we have 
ten governments to nibble at the in- 
dividua;. 

Mr. Gr:gg the.": CEmed two things 
that woulc reform the situation. He 
said that some people advocate a 
standing committee of the legisla- 
ture to examine and thus eliminate 
certain objectionable features from 
certain acts. Furthermore, people 
should see to it that democracy is 
protected and fought for not only 
in time of war, but during peace. 

In closing Mr. Grigg quoted James 
Hilton: "Democracy requires the 
service of its adherents as well as its 
praise."

All lovers of "'Ye Came and 
Playe of Chesse" are rushing over 
to the Redpath Library, where a 
chess exhibit Is being shown. The 
main feature is an ornamental 
chess set which is set up on an 
ancient looking chess-board. It is a 
popularized version of the finest 
and most precious set in existence, 
made for the Chinese Tao Kwang. 
and a picture is shown of the orig- 
inal. The pawns arc Chinese foot- 
men with broad swords; the rooks 
are elephants arrayed for battle 
the knights are warriors on horse- 
back, one of which, as set up, is 
shown retreating at full speed; and 
the kings, queens and bishops are 
realistic miniatures. 

There are also pictures ot sets, 
unusual for their form, colour, age 
and value, which come from India, 
Turkey Java, Africa and other 
lands. These are made ot glass, 
ivory, marble, painted wood or 
quartz and their colours vary from 
all shades of pink to greens. 

There are some books on playing 
chess, including an ancient treatise 
in Old English print and others of 
modern vintage written by masters 
at the game. These are part of the 
collection which the library pos- 
sesses. 

It caused much surprise and con- 
sternation at the Library yester- 
day, when on three separate occas- 
ions, students had fits of apoplexy 
while looking at the chea exhibit. 
The maiter was cleared up. how- 
ever, -.vhen it was found ou: that 
they were members of the McGill 
Chess Club who had noticed that 
the chessmen were set up incor- 
rectly. This was quickly rectified. 

Chess is not the slow, prosaic 
game it ii generally though to be. 
nor are the players always meek 
and mild. The iruth of thi.s state- 
ment would be quite apparent to 
you if you should happen to be in 
the Union Reading Room, for you 
would see these chess-players glar- 
ing fiercely at each other or at the 
little blobs of wood on the chess- 
table, as they sit there working out 
cruel and bloody checkmates on 
their opponents. At times they 
break out into physical violence, 
such as the time when an about-to- 
be-defeated player deliberately up- 
set.^ the board. The winning player 
then saw rod, leaped upon his op- 
ponent and pummeled him. The as- 
sailant, finding his opponent a 
worthy match at fisticuffs, in des- 
peration picked up a pawn and 
threw it with such fury that it 
pierced the other's forehead and 
slew him.

Many uniavi-mr.ihle comiucnlf h.nvc 
appeared in the pa«t rcg.'irdinc the student 
advison,- «ysiera .it McGill. but ."ii yet j 
litile. i: .nnythmg has been done to remedy ' 
the nlo^t obvious dr.iwb.ick? to the fysteni. 

At the beginning of his freshuLin yc.ir 
ever>* student is assigned a member of the 
instructional staff as an adviser. He or 
slie may. ftftrr some wcckf. find his w.iy 
to the proiessor's office in answer to an 
urgent notice. Since the professor is a | 
busy man. the interview which follows is ! 
. usually a brief one and the student leaves ! 
with a feelmg of relief when the interview | 
Î6 over. He leaves little the wiser except 
for such scattered particles of wisdom as , 
the professor sees fit to impart to him over j 
the smoke of his pipe. Instead of the stu- ' 
dent it is usually the professor who obuins ! 
tlie information. I 

The profc?-cr.- do their best to help 
their advisees whenever they possibly can. j 
but since as a rule it is vcr>' difficult for j 
the advisee to contact his adviser, the for- 
mer soon turns to fellow students for ad- ■ 
vice, such as they can give him, or does | 
the best he can by himself. The results j 
are not always fa;i'fa'';o:y. 

The jircscDi j^an apiJ^■ar^ to bt a 
vicious rirrie. The professors, already ; 
short 01 timt . have too many adnsees and ! 
hence they cannot posgibly deal with the i 
definite and individual problems of each j 
àdvisee effectively. The advisee feeling 
ithat he receives very little from his inter- 
views dispenses with them altogether 
where po.sEible and so renders the system j 
completely ineffective. ' 

It has been suggested in the past tiiat 
an advisory board compoFed of senior 
students should be set up. Students would 
be more likely to know the problems which 
confront o:iif r students and there would 
be a closer and more informal association 
between the two. The whole could easily 
be BUperA'ised by a few professors to whom 
the seniors could report as to the progress 
of their ad^•ibeeE. 

While there are drawbacks to liiis sug- 
gested system in that the seniori i!iij;lit 
not be able to spare the necessary time, 
or that they might be able to have too 
great control over their ad\'isf:Ls-. never- 
theless 8 haiihfaciory bolution miglit easily 
be worked out. Certainly a system can be 
devised which is better than the one under 
which freshmen are being advised at 
present. 

The alternatives bcc-in clear. Either the 
present fcysteni of student advisers must 
be improved, or it should be discarded 
completely and substituted by an entirely 
ew one.

MUSIC NOTES 



great PERFORMANCE 
OF BRAHMS CONCERTO 

The m.itohli'.ss Polish pianist .\iliii- Uiibin- 
«tein appiMvod a.-; soloist Ust nigtii with l.r.s 
Concerts Symphoniriurs de Montreal conducted 
by Desire Def.iuw. His performance of the B 
Minor Concerto by Joh.innes Brahms turned 
out to be a highlisht in the recent music his- 
tory of this city. 

Rubinstein's troiUmcnl o( this u.mK Is well- 
nigh legendary. Wr keep lOiuonibonnK a i;ivp 
comment about Rubinstein fiuinancc of 
the Brabnta by the staid and erudite EiiKlis'h 
critic James .\Ralo— higher praise was never 
afforvied any artist by an otherwise sane and 
sober writer. 

But Artur Rubm.stein is so brilliant and 
admirable a performer tliat extravagances of 
praise are never wasted on this master. He 
has the happy faculty of making a piano sing: 
delicately or majo.slically, the voice of Rubin- 
steins piano spcak.s a.< eUviuonlly as any we 
have heard. Phrases arc enunciated with a 
wealth of shading, magically drawn from the 
least flexible of instruments. His interpreta- 
tion last night was authoritative and scintil- 
lating at the same time. Hia playing of the 
intricate rhythms with which Brahms has 
filled ih^s work recalls the peerless pianism cf 
Vlad:mir Horowili. Rhythm.s are set forth 
uniquely— for what appeared artificial on 
paper has been given life, and seems as un- 
obtrusively natural as Newton's laws of 
Gravity. 

As much a symphony as a concerto, even 
extending to four movement*, there is little 
bravura in this intensely poetic masterpiece 
from Brahms' pen. Maestro Defauw's suffi- 
ciently sensitive reading accepted the piano 
as an eloquent instrument in the orchestra but 
gave the soloist proper prominence in the 
more dramatic passages. 

The concert opened with a precise and 
moving performance of Beethoven's 0\'erture 
to "Egmont." A novelty item was introduced 
in ' La Peri" by the late Paul Dukas. It is a 
romantic program piece in the modem French 
idiom featuring highly interesting instrumen- 
tation. The mood is one of ephermeral, shim- 
mering beauty captivatingly elicited by M. 
Defauw. 

Tht dosing group consisted of four selec- 
■.ic>.^s from Wagner: "Forest Murmurs" from 
Seigfried and the "Rhine Journej-" and "Fun- 
eral March" from Gotterdamerung; closing 
with the Overture to Die Meistersingcr. This 
music went well on the whole except for some 
painful lapses in the brass section— notably 
poor intonation and jagged tone from the 
trombone. 

At the next concert on December 3, the 
c-Eiinguished British musician and conductor 
ol the London Philharmonic Orchestra, Sir 
Thomas Beecham, will conduct. The program 
is to include symphonies by Mozart and 
Sibelius.

No one word has been used in art of the 
modern era to mean more things at once and 
separately than the adjective, "synesthcsiastic," 
One of the oldest saying in criticism of any 
sort has been, "By their adjectives shall you 
knov/ tficm." And so do wc hero try to "know" 
those who use the adjective "syncsthesiaslic." 

For those who have read the nuances com- 
prehcndingly in "A Rebours" of Huysmans. 
the picture painted there of the Count des 
Etscinteg is the elementary illustration for 
this type of phiIo.>;ophy. DurinR early atlriiipls 
such 89 this to play with moods in subtlety of 
phrase, cadence, and dynamici.'m of expression, 
a type of hero was being moulded Into form 
as the representation of the super-being ex- 
quisitely removed from all coarse and plod- 
ding "cess-pool fillers" who followed their 
monotony of travail into a monotony of soul. 
Thl.s superior creature was .suiK-riorly gifted 
with acute sensitiveness, ecstatically apprecia- 
tive of the infinite subtleties in one shade of 
yellow and vastly famillor with the realm of 
literature in breathtaking sort of a way. 

The question was nevea whether one wa.s 
born v.'ilh bill five son.se.i, hut whether by 
patlorn of inlertv/ining tlie sen.ies in various 
fashions one could finally achieve the fulfil- 
ment of the long-standing yearning for many 
other senses. For some forlunate few, the 
artisans of the Arts maintained, Ihosc alrnady 
obtained In an evolvemcnl by Nature of the 
synesthesiaslie. Despite the iinforluiinto self- 
esteem these held tliembcives in, being unlike 
other men as by liaving to amell or hear a 
colour at the same time they saw a colour, all 
philosophies were turned so Ihot admiralion 
replaced consolation. 

Could those not so fortuiiiili ly c ndou ed 
share Ihe expérience of uxalliiliuii ^^llll llio 
new dimensions released from restrictive niid 
"commonplace Nature?" The theories of har- 
monic resonance in sound were invoked to 
bless those not otherwise blessed. Thn.so sen- 
sory perceptions which wltc |,.,w< rfully re- 
ceived would Influence it.'.oijjiiil bcnsob. Nor 
would the rcsonuiil mood be the same. 

Later it was admitted that the fund of con- 
ficiouA experiences, something akin to Arch 
Obolcr'a popularizing conception of "stream 
of consciousness" was the precipitating factor 
of major proportions.
